4 It is probable that the cultivation of roots

a bulky orop could be rendered easier 

it 18 genorally found to be. As they are 

too tender to stand the severe frosts of our 
winters, roots must be carefully protected ; 
and the protection of a crop which under good 
cultivation may reach from 500 to 1,000 bush- 
ela per acre is no light task, if they are to be 

carted ton cellar for storage and removed 

_ therefrom for use. But itis quite unnecessary 

that a‘cellar should bt provided forthem. As 

cellars aré generally built beneath the dwell- 

a _ing-honse, | nd are alao used for the preserva- 

tion of the milk and butter, and as roots give 

off naturally a, strong odor, which is often b 

“ay aay, inevitable decomposition Maks 
parts of them very offensive, a cellar is in 

every Way snunlit receptable for any large 
quuntity. The convenience and health of the 

_ family inhabiting the dwelling above are un- 
favorably affected, and butter in such a place 
‘acquires a disagreeable scent aud flavor. Roots 
should therefore never be stored in tho collar 
beneath the house; but in pits, which is a 
method yery much more convenient and equal- 

y ty safe, ‘The pits may be made in the field 
where the crop is harvested, or they may be 

made ina yard or field near the barn, A 
slightly elevated’ spot should be chosen which 
will be dry at all geasous. On this the roots 

should be heaped in a pile abont six fect wide 

at the bottom and four feet high, sloping to a 
Point at the top. The heap may be mado of 
any length, or the roots may be put in several 

heaps. 

__ The roots onght not to be pat up until they 
have dried somewhat, nor should they be 
coyered with earth until there is imminent 
danger of frost.

Executive is regarded. ‘To us, it pears 
simply ludicrous that Lord Dufferin should — 
be charged with corruptly abusing the Vice: 
royal authority to withdraw from the 
uizance of Parliainent an enquiry affecting 
the character of his Ministers ; but though 
public opinion in Canada goes far withua 
as to exculpate the Governor personally 
from all participation in the intrigue for 
the suppression of avidence injurious to Sir 
John A. Macdonald’s Government, there is 
an uneasy feeling that the prerogative has 
been employed in a manner which, if not — 
in the present case, at all events in the — 
future, may be employed for the most dan: 
gerous purposes. 
We have already admitted that this fear, 
which, whether honestly entertained ornot, 
has been widely disseminated by the Oppo- 
sition in Canada, is not withont foundation, 
although the means adopted for resisting 
the approaches of danger were strangely 
ill-chosen, The period, however, in which 
the agitation of this question might do 
mischiovous work has come to an end. The 
Commission concluded its labours, and, 
owing to the refusal of the Opposition lo 
assist in‘the enquiry, the result has been 
far from satisfactory. In the Speech from 
the Throne Lord Dafferin announced, as 
the cable has already informed us, that the 
agssciation of capitalists at the head of which 
Sir Hugh Allan stood, have surrendered 
the charter grantéd nine months ago, He 
pointed out that if the Pacific scheme was 
to be carried throoghin accordance with 
the compact on the faith of which Columbia 
entered the Dominion, fresh Degislation 
would be required, An important quea- 
tion, which se may bo ret hereafter by 
no meaus easy to settle, is thus raised, but 
for tho moment tho Canadians have no at- 
tention to spare to anything oxcept the 
charges against Sir John Macdonald and 
his political allies, The debate upon the 
Address in roply to the Speech from the 
Throne opened on Monday, and it is safe 
to predict will bo prolonged, acrimonious, 
and exciting. Mr, Mackenzie, one of the 
loaders ot the Opposition, moved an 
amendment, declaring the conduct of 
the Ministers in regard to tho Pacitio 
investigation, and the evidence there 
in disclosed, worthy of the severest 
conaure, The  Goyernor — intimated 
that tho report of tho Commission had ‘* re- 
ceived his careful consideration,” and sug 
gested that ‘it was for Parliament to de- 
termino whother any assistance could be- 
given.” The imperfectnoss inseparable 
from telegraphic despatches leave it doubts 
ful whether Lord Dufferin invited in this 
way the co-operation of tho House, and a 
furthor examination of tho evidence before 
tho Commission, or the opening of a now 
onquiry, under oxclusively Parliamentary 
sanction, for a full discussion of the mat 
ter, by way of dobate. The presentation 
of the report, although it states no con- 
clusivo opinion, is perhaps taken to indi. 
cate that the onquiry wil honceforwant be 
loft undor the control of Parliament, Now, 
at all evonta, there can bo no insinuations

-exeoution ;—I went to sce an oxccution at

tacle, and impressed me very much. ‘he 
culprits were eight in number, one being a 
woman. They were all beheaded with a sword. 
‘The operation was performed with wouderful 
dexterity and coolness, aud not one of them, 
eyen the woman, showed tho slightest symp- 
tom of fear. There was a space of ground 
roped off; inside were three holes dug in the 
ground, with a little mound behind each, on 
_ which was spread a mat for the criminal to 
 kaeel, On one side of the enclosure were two 
Japanese officials, in chairs, to see the thing 
properly conducted. I had a place directly in 
_ front of the mound, at about six feet distance. 
_ ‘The criminals were placed on a row on one 
‘zide of the enclosure, blindfolded with pieces of

What struck me most was the horrid coolness 
of the executioner’s{assistant, a good looking 
lad of about 18, He,went up to each poor 
wretch in his turn, gave him a tap on the 
shoulder, led’ him up to the mound and made | 
_ him kneel on the mat; he then stripped his 
shoulders, made him stretch out his neck, said 
“That will do,” and in a flash the man’s head 
was in the hole in front of him, and his bleed- 
 ingneck was, asit were, stazing me in the 
face. Tho assistant, still with the same 
_ pleasant smile, picked the head up, threw 
some water over the face to wash off the blood 
and mud, and presented it to the Japancee 
officials, who nodded and signed to go on with 
the next ; the assistant then gave the corpse a 
blow between the shoulders to vxpel the blood, 
and then threw the carcaso like a 
- log of wood. He then repeated the same 
pleasant performance with the next. I never 
thought'a man’s head could como off so easily; 
it was like chopping ‘cabbages, only accom- 
panied with a peculiar and most horrid sound 
—thatof cutting meat in fact. ‘There was a 
dense crowd of Japanese preacnt, including 
Many women and even children; these people 
never ceased to eat, emoke, and’ chatter the

land. The winter season is the harvest 
time for lumberers, and this is the 
time they depart for the wilderness 
to spend a ‘busy life for four months, 
more or less. The furnishing of a proper 
supply of provisions for the various gangs 
of meo and horses is an important part of 
the programme, and about the first of this 
month seven men were despatched from 
the mill, with supplies for tho interior. 
Some twenty or thirty miles up the river is 
a ‘‘ portage,’’ over which every thing had 
to be carried to avoid th» rapids, Hore 
the canoes were uploaded and, it being 
late in the day, the supplies were deposit- 
ed in a warehouse built there for the pur 
pose, among them being 800 bushels of 
oats, in bags, which were piled up on the 
floor, the men lying down beside them for 
the night. 

Days passed on, but no supplies arrived 
at the shanties, still a long distance off,and 
atlast the lumbermen despatched one of 
their number to ascertain the cause, On 
arriving at the portage the man tool notice 
of the stores, and also observed that the 
bags had fallen down, and, seeing no one in 
charge ho passed on to the mill, where his 
statement created no little surprise. Mr, 
Murtay, the junior partner, at once started 
back with the man, andon reaching the 
portage, found matters as described—tho 
supplies there, but the mon who were sent 
in charge apparently abaont. By and bye, 
on looking round more closely,Mr. Murray 
observed the fingers of a man’s hand atick~ 
ing up from among the bags and, on re- 
moving tho latter, the whole seven mon 
wore found perfectly lifeless—smothered to 
death, the bags haying fallen over upon 
them during the night. 

Mr. Murray returned to the mill and at 
once despatched a courier to Goderich, 
whore Mr. Williams residos, to apprise him 
of the sad affair, and he arrived there yes- 
terday in an open boat, tho steamers having 
stopped running. The above particulars 
wore received from Mr, Williams by Mr. 
Piggott, lumber merehant here, who bas 


just returned from Goderich, and he is our 
informant.

that a new stroet pavemont has boon tried 
in San Francisco which, if successful, will 
most certainly commend itself to the atten 
tion of our City Fathers. It is onlled 
‘“hydro.carbonized briok,’’ and is mado of 
Pbricks of @ soft, porous nature, which are 
boiled in coal tar, which renders thom 
tough and noarly as hard as granite, A 
road-bed is made by loyelling tho sand and 
packing it with wator. A layer of prepared 
bricks is then laid flatwiso, each brick being 
dipped iu boiling tar as itis put down, 
This is overlaid by x second course of pre- 
pared brick placed close togethor, edgewiso, 
each brick dipped as before. The interstices 
are then filled with boiling tar; and tho 
whole covered with o thin layor of screened 
grayel, The cest is about 35 to 37 cents 
per square foot.

The “Bavarian” Investigation. 


Mr, Alexander Milloy, Montreal, Manc- 
ger of the Canadian Navigation Company, 
Was oxamined,and testified that the genoral 
instructions in regard to the Company's 
| boats are given by Oaptain Howard. The 

Board engages the captains, I the pursorr, 
and Captain Howard tho engineers ana 
crew. We choose our captains from the 
pursers who show themsclves activo and 
capable young men, ‘hey are promoted 
by seniority, other things being equal. The 
captain has suprrme command on board the 
boat. Thecaptain and second mate are on 
watch together, and the first mate changca 
with them. here is no necessity to have 
sailors to navigate the vessel on Lake On- 
tario, as tho course isso complete that they 
cannot be mistaken in their position, There 
are general printed rules for the guidance 
of the crew. We have no definite rules to 
guide the officers and crew in launching 
boats on occusions like the late disaster. 

Cross examined—We look upon Mr. Care 
tichael as one ef the best men we had, 
from his strict sobriety, coolness, intelli- 
gence, and bravery ; thus his appointment 
to this new steamer. We had every reason 
to believe the beam was a good one, and 
was not injared at the burning of-the King- 
ston, as the fire did not surroundit. The 
pilot, on the lakes, ranks next to the mates, 
If ordered, he should have taken charge of 
the boat, andevenif not ordered, Tho 
average number of passengers on the boats 
in midsummer wasfrom 100 to 120, I 
have,in summer, received telegrams stating 
that there were 200 or 800 on board,but,on 
the arrival of the vessels, found it was not 
so. I do not think there were boats enough 
to take the average number of -passengers, 
but there were 200 life-presorvers, and they 
7 | could have lived in the water for several 
hours in summer. We had. an investiga: 
tion at the company’s office here for the 
purpose of preventing the recurrence: of 
such an accident. 1 received no informay 
tion but what has been given here, The 
papers in the hands of the Canadian Navi- 
gation Company relating to the private in- 
vestigation were produeed and read by Mr, 
Milloy, and agreed with the evidence al- 
ready given, Jt appears from them that 
when the boy and the captain were on the 
pail-rack together and the boy got off, his 
end of the rack flew up and the captain's 
end went Under water, and the captain 
went down with it and was séen no more. ~ 
They also go to confirm the idea that the - 
captain jumped off the steamer to get to 
the pilot and bring him back to rescue the 
ladies, Some of the forthcoming evidence 
will be most interesting. -

An Indiana Aorohte, 


A very curious visitor from nuknowa reo 
gions is described by a farmer of Tippe- 
canoe county in the Layfette (Inds) Journals 
“ Mention was mado a short time sinoo of 
the fall of a wonderful acrolite, in tho 
Tower part of this county, Westerday wo 
mot Mr, Harter, who discorered it upon 
his farm, near Romney. Tho fragments in 
all, it is supposed, will amount to about » 
thousand pounds in weight, and somo fea. 
tures aro presented which will bo of great 
interest to scientific men, Tho acrolites 
heretofore found are of a solid and metallic 
nature, haying evidently struck the earth 
as compact bodies. ‘This ono is entirely 
different. From the tracos it is oasily deo- 
termined that tho vast ‘descending globo 
came hurling through the air in one glow 
ing, molten mass, and that at the momont 
of its impingoment it Was in # liquid atate, 
Tho fragmonté are honeycombed, like a 
cinder, and yary greatin their weight, 
Iti» further evident that the globo was 
hollow, ffrom the smoothness of the concave 
parts, ‘The outside prone the appoar- 
ance of a soft body that has struck upon 
solid particles, as the indontation of grass 
blades, xtrawa and stieks aro plainly dis: 
cernablo, Ono of tho fragmonts had fallen 
on a largo stick of wood, and conforms to 
it oxnotly. ‘Tho vory texture of the wood 
ean bo seen. Farther than this, all around 
tho spot where the main body fell werd 
found numerous little balls of tho material 
varying froma shot to an ordinary sized 
marble. They were perfect apheres, and 
can bo accounted for upon ne other hypo- 
thoa s than that the rapid revolution of the 
lquidmans in its descent threw off those 
particlos by contrifagal force. Parts of tho 
material have boon subjocted: to intense 
hoat without tho least effect boing produc: 
od, and they show unquestionable evidence 
of igneous action. A box of thoso frag: 
ments will bo shipped to the Smithsonian 
Tnatitute, and tho remainder are intonded

Municipal Matters. 


“Nor WORTHY OF NOTICE.” 


The story of tho doings of the Street 
Committee during the year is a very 
long one, And like all matters of a 
covert nature, the faets come out slowly 
and bya painful process. In attempts 
ing to give it to the public, we have 
groped a good deal in the dark for lack 
of substantial data, It was not possible 
{or us to go to Mr, Foster himrelf, or to 
Mr. Sutherland, or even to Mr. Hambly 
for information ; these gentlemen had 
idently a purpose in keeping the truth 
s public, and were, therefore, not 

ae citer 


intl y of conversation. When not 
sntisfied with these, we made applica- 
tion, as stated yesterday, to the Town 
officials, and even then were but meagre- 
ly supplied. 

Tho darkest chapter thus far touched 
upon is that which refers to tho syste- 
matic way in which the rules of the 
Corporation have been ignored. It is 
the duty of the Chairman of each Com- 
taittee to act through his Committee. 
Of himself he has no legal authority to 
do anything. Matters come up in the 
regular way, the Chairman is bound to 
call his Committeo together, lay before 
them the propositions in his hands, re- 
ceive their instructions in the form of a 
resolution, and clothed with this, proceed 
with the business in hand. Any other 
course than this is illegal and dangerous 
tothe interests of the Town. At the 
present timo the Street Committee of 
Montreal is under the bans of the law 
for irregularity in these respects and 
likely to be convicted. The charge is 
based on the purchase of lumber for the 
streets. One of the counts in the indiot- 
ment against Boss ‘Tweed on which he 
was found guilty and sentenced to twelve 
years imprisonment in the County Pri- 


was framed on the eharge that the Fi- 
nance or Audit Committee, of which he 
was Chairman, was not called together 
in the way fixed by law, but instead 
thereof the embarrassment of Committee 
surveillance was ayoided,and the damage | 
was done without that surycilance, pre- 
cisely as Mr. Foster did it, According 
to Mr Vandusen’s letter, the very firat 
atep tuken by the Street Committes this 
year was one to rid themaolves of the as- 
sistanos and watehful oye of the Strees 
Surveyor, They passed » resolution au- 
thoriaing the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, Mr. Foster, to purchase everything 
required by the Street Surveyor in the 
pursuance of his work. During previous 
years tho lumber required for the streets 
was purchased by tender, It was seleet- 
ed by the Strect Surveyor, and was moa- 
sured by him, and the measurements 
wore kept in s paass-book. When the 
account was presented, if the Street Sur- 
yoyor's pass-book tallied with it, it was 
passed and in due course paid ; but not 
otherwisc. These wero necessary, wine 
and legal precautions; but it scoms they 
did not suit the purposes of this Com- 
mittao, Huving obtained the pasunge of 
tis resolution in a somewhat modified 
fori, tho, first step of the Obairman wag 
to nell to himself for the Lown a largo 
amount of ash plank.

The week commonees gloomily. Ten 
days ago the banks were prepared to ox: 
pand credits again, thinking that the worst 
was over, but the depression in the East 
has had its effect here. It is simply im- 
and 

managers are reluctant to adyanco funds 

for tho purchase of grain, On tho streot 

borrowors hare to pay 18, 24 and oven 30 

per cent a year, and even then three- 
fourths of them cannot bo accommodated, 

"The grain and produce markets aro weak 
and unacttled, receipts are heavy, and 
ahipments are light, everybody wishes to 
sell and nobody can buy. Last woek wheat 
dropped 10 cents, corn 2 cents, barleyj10 
oonts, and so on, and the bottom has not 
yet been reached. 

Real estate trading has been brought to 
a standatill, and owners of land are doing 
all in their power t> carry it till better 
times. Rents have gone down 20 to 30 per 
cent ; Indeed you can almost havo 9 houso 
for taking care of it, A great mar7 fami- 
lios are breaking up housekeepiny for the 
winter, and going to board. 

The pawnbrokers never were 50 busy, 
and are being resorted to by the well to do 
as well as the impoverished—s bad sign as 
it indicates a superabundanco of genteel 
poverty. 

Tho Relief and Aid Society, and the 
country agents are overrun with applica- 
tions for work or assistance, not only from 

‘artisans and laborers, but from clerks, 
~ book:keepers, and men who have hitherto 
been earning ample salaries. Chicago acts 
like a magnet and draws to herself all the 
‘losting population of the West and Oana- 
da, Men come here with the firm convie- 
tien that they will find plenty of work at 
paying wages, and, disappointed in this, 
without money, or credit, must call on the 
city for aid, The country agent reports 
30 per cent, more applicants for sid this 
yesr than usual, and at the Relief and Aid 
Society 350 or 400 men daiiy ask for work, 

Tho, Clearing-house statement shows a 
serious falling off of business, The clear- 
ings last weok were $18,403,000, against 
$21,523,000 for the xame reek in 1872, 
which isabout $6,000,000 less than the 
amount usually returned before the panic, 

Advices from $t. Louis contain rumors 
affecting the solyenoy of the twe largest 
dry goods houses in that city, and reports 
come from all the western towns of new 
insolvyents. A Davenport, la., telegram 
reports general tendency smong small 
dealers to coyer their stocks with chattel 
mortgagesto secure their friends in case 
of emergency, which is not a good sign.

The iron companies on Lake Superior 
have largely reduced their working force 
and cut down wages 20 or 25 per cont. 

The lumber trade in Winconsin is much 
depressed. On the Wolf River the cut 
will be about one-third of what il was last 
year, and wages which used to range from 
$30 to $50, are now from $15 to $30. At 
Green Bay one mill with 200 hands has 
closed and will nos put in more than a 
quarter of its usual number of logs. On the 
Black River wages have been reduced from 
25 to 40 per cent., $20 month being the 
highest paid, In many instances at Minis- 
teo, Mich.,men are working for their board 
only, and not more than half te usual cut 
will be made, Ludington, Mich. ; the ro- 
duction of operations is about the same 
and wages are from $15 to $26.

The panicin New York has set many per- |

1, Panics and revulsions invariably follow 
an abuse of credit; widespread credit trans- 
actions, inflated credit business, inflated style 
of living, extravagant expenditure, oxtrayva- 
Gant speculation, onormous borrowing, are all 
necessary beforchaud. 

2, In Canada we have had our transactions 
on a gold basis. Wo have at present no 
heavy railway expenditure going on; no un- 
usually heavy credit transactions; no heavy 
horrowing operations ; no extraordinary ox- 
penditure nor more than ordinary speculation. | 
We have bad trading by individuals and more 

than enough of it, now as at all times}; bad 
borrowing now as in former yoars, and there 
are traders now as at all other times that are 
doing business on far too slondera basis of 
capital, But there are not many more of these 
than ordinary. We have ne groat mania 
afloat. Peopleare not erary with any notion 
of getting up companiocs, or working mines, or 
felling forests. Inthe last, itis true, there 
has been a remarkablo aetivity, followed by a 
remarkable dullness, But it is a matheal 
reaction, nothing more, ven in tho lumber

He willfind shop keepors ready to run 
round half a square to set him on track, 
He will find conveyances of evory kind 
ready to take him inany direction at the 
smallest possible rates. Ho will find the 
streets no thronged that getting along is 
watching and pressing, and dodging and 
waiting ; and that crossing a street is a 
sig zag run, now a head a little, now back 
on his course, nowa® rush of some rods 
behind a bus’ or hansom, and nowa alip 
through s good opening as if for life. He 
will find large businesses on the narrowest 
and shortest streets, backed away in some 
alley or hole, as though it were the design 
of the tradesman to get as far out of the 
way as possible, and the imperative duty 
of the purchaser to hunt up his man. “He 
will find the smallest businesses on the 
broadest streets. Boys drive the boot 
blacking trade with a tremendous intensity 
and an admirable perfection ; so that you 
will observe thatevery Londoner is right 
at the two ends, however he may be in the 
middle. He will haye a black silk hat,and 
a pair of blackened boots, if he has almost 
to break in two forit. The cost may be 
the ‘‘ shabby genteel ;’’ but the foundation 
must be polished andthe summit must 
glisten, He will find men, women and 
children by thousands, besotting the throng: 
ing, hurrying millions to buy shoe laces, 
matches, apples, buttoners, watchxeys, nim- 
blejacks, and a thousand and one trinkets 
and jimeracks that will puzzlea man to 
know however any mortal should think of 
such odditios, The faith and patienes of 
this army of hucksters are boundless. 
They will stand all day long in the drizzlo 
orthe sun, with their store ona board, 
held bya strap slung over the neck, 
or braced up ona pole, hawking thoir 
wares, and believing that among the 
thousand passers by somebody will need 
the yery artioles they have, Nobody begs 
on the street, Everybody must do busi- 
ness ; must have something to sell. You 
may give a haggard mother, or ragged chil- 
dren as sixpence for a box of matches, or a 
shilling for an apple, if you like ; but there 
must be at least the pretence of business in 
the matter. There must boa show of doing 
something for a living, Boys andmen may 
gather up the manure on the streets as it 
falls from the horses ; and women and girls 
may pick up rags and paper and strings in 
tho back courts and halls of the shops ; but 
everybody must do something. No artiole 
that can be rendered useful goes to waste ; 
no line of business that can be dovised is 
unrepresented, After garbage and refuse 
have boon soraped over and over, and tho 
last acasp that could be thought of any uso 
taken out, the dung gatherers take away 
the remnant to enrich the gardens. Thus 
the great city is kept clean and hoalthitul 
and many grow rich on what in this ooun- 
try we count of no value whatever, Whore 
there aro 10 many people to live, and oom- 
paratively speaking so little to live on, all 
products aro worked up very close, In the 
wonderful industry, skill and eoonomy thisof 
enormous human hiye there {aa lesson to 
the world ; empecially to us that have the 
grand resources of this new land. If any 
body knows tho yaluo of little things, the
